EXONERATES HAMMOND OF COMPLICITY 


Returned Johannesburger Says the 
American Refused to Enter the 
Conspirators’ Plot. 


[SPECIAw CABLE. 

Cape Town, South Africa, May 4.—[Copy- 
righted, 1896, by the Press Publishing Com- 
pany, New York World.]—John Hays Ham- 
mond, the American mining engineer who 
Was condemned to death latel¥ for treason 
to the Transvaal, but whose sentence is to 
be commuted, is still very ill. 

New York, May 4.—(Special.]—John Hays 
Hammond apparently is a double victim. 

He suffers for the crime of Jameson, who 
led the raid intoAhe Boers’ country, and for 
Cecil Rhodes, the diamond king, who con- 
ceived it. Hammond was not in sympathy 
with the treason, but his fame as a mining 
engineer who received $60,000 a year from 
Cecil Rhodes implicated him in the plot. 

Samuel Lictenstaeder, an American who 
has just returned to New York from Johan- 
nesburg, says: 

“The Johannesburg Reform committee 
met on last Christmas day at Cecil Rhodes’ 


house to receive instructions from him for 


the movement against the Boers. I was 
present. Rhodes’ instructions were that the 


reformers should march into Johannesburg 


under the British flag, and when the town 
was captured a triumph of British arms 
should be proclaimed. 

The reading of the instructions was fol- 
lowed by a silence of some minutes. Then 
Hammond arose and said: 

Not for all the wealth this land contains, 
not if you were to make me the absolute 
ruler, would I have a hand in carrying out 
those instructions. 


I can pull a trigger to shoot down an 
oppressor, but I cannot and will not be a 


party to a revolutionary intrigue. 


If I am going to take up arms under any 
Hag it will be the one that is flying today 
over the ocean yonder, the banner of a free 
people, who believe in a revolution as a rem- 
edy for oppression, but who hate with a 
Kaffir’s hate the outrage of a free people's 


territory. 

Gentlemen, you can count me out.’ 

“The reformers, nearly all of whom are 
Britons, were thunderstruck. They needed 
Hammond. After he had spoken they real- 
ized that Cecil Rhodes’ order must be re- 
vised. It was revised. 

Jameson, however, refused to be called 


off. He insisted on carrying out his part of 


the original program of conquest. But when 
he invaded the Transvaal the Uitlanders, in- 
fluenced by Hammond, gave him no ajd, and 
the raid failed miserably.”’ 

Rhodes and Jameson being Englishmen 
are now enjoying the powerful protection 
of the British Government, whose agents 
they were, while Hammond and the other 
Americans are made to pay the penalty 
for their crime. 


LONDON BECOMES QUITE AMERICANIZED. 


Consul-General Collins Makes Speech 
at Opening of Hotel Cecil—Persian 
Question Is Still Paramount. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, May 4.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—At the opening of 
the Hotel Cecil tonight 350 persons were 
at the dinner. Consul-General Collins re- 
sponded to the toast, The United States.“ 
He said that the Chairman, Viscount Hard- 
ing, had toasted the press of England, but 
that the rest of the world overlooked the 
press of the United States, which was as 
full of enterprise, vigor, and wisdom as any 
in Europe. 
Speaking of the two countries, England 
and the United States, he said: There is 
no antagonism between the United States 
and any well-meaning State on earth. If 
the rest of the world understands the United 
States as well as the United States under- 
stands the rest of the world there will be 
peace. It is merely a question of intelli- 
gence.”

NEAR DEATH IN A CABLE CONDUIT. 


Michael Hoey Falls Through a Man- 
hole in Cottage Grove Avenue 
and Two Trains Go Over Him. 


Three men fell into holes along the Cottage 
Grove avenue cable line last night, and that 
no fatality resulted from either the moving 
trains or the cable was little short of mar- 
velous. The cable company has the tracks 
torn up along the way in the process of lay- 
ing new rails. . 

Michael Hoey, a coachman, No. 2625 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, came near death by fall- 
ing through an open manhole in the center 
of the track. His head leaned frightfully 
near the running cable for full ten minutes, 
while two trains passed over his head, both 
gripmen in ignorance of the man’s predica- 
ment.

Louis| H. Boldenweck, President of the 
Chicaga Kid Glove Manufacturing com- 
pany, No. 109 Nofth Lincoln street, was 
found dead at 10 o’clock last night at the 
foot of the elevator shaft of the building No. 
14 Custom-House place. There was every 
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making into a place of retirement for him- 
self and friends after the cares of official 
life in Washington. His specialty is fine 
horses, and he has between one and two 
score of animals whose pedigrees are as 
long as the moral law and whose cost price 
and selling value correspond in every way 
to the blueness of their blood. 

By far the most remarkable thing on the 
farm is the manager.

Not only is Farmer Terry thoroughly in- 
formed on the use of machinery in agricul- 
tural work, and not only is he at home in 
all the scientific and chemical developments 
in profitable farming, from the management 
of a windmill to the proper methods of sub- 
soiling and drainage, but he has other ac- 
complishments as well. These are remark- 
able in that they show the development 
of the American farmer. It is somewhat 
startling. to the guests of Senator Stewart 
to be introduced to Farmer Terry circulating 
between the stables and the wheat fields clad 
in the usual country costume, with trousers 
tucked _in boots, and moreover with the tra- 
ditional agi iculturist’s beard such as is 
usually seen in the comic papers, and then to 
meet the same man later ih the evening. 

With well polished shoes and a white col- 
lar the farmer, after a brief period of duty 
at his desk with his books and accounts, 
turns to his own high grade piano of stand- 
ard make in another corner of the parlor, 
and the same fingers which on occasion hold 
the throttle of the steam engine are soon 
trippling over the keys and the company is 
delighted with the best strains from Lucia

Hoey’s deliverance was due to the wit of 
12-year-old Edith Peterson, No. 2443 Cottage

fifth street shortly after 8 o'clock. The 
child was mystified to see Hoey vanish. 
Running to the track she saw the open man- 
hole. A train was approaching from the 
south. Edith screamed for help. 

J. C. Norquest and Arthur Cooper, both 
residents in the neighborhood, ran to the 
spot, but a second cable train had already 
sped over the manhole. All supposed the 
man had been killed. Norquest ran to the 
Cottage Grove Avenue Police Station, half 
a block distant, with the alarm. The power- 
house at Twenty-seognd nd State streets 
was telephoned to stop the cable. 

Sergt. Prim reached the scene just as 
Hoey was shifting his position. The man 
had settled at the bottom of the manhole, 
his back against the north wall of the ma- 
sonry, and his head a hand’s breadth be- 
neath the sagging cable. He was trying to 
get up. Every effort brought his head 
The Sergeant 


and held him until the cable stopped. 

The man was not badly hurt. Cuts and 
bruises were his only reminders of the ex- 
perience. He was taken to his home.

He left his home, No. 471 Elm street, yes- 
terday morning at 8 o'clock, telling his fam- 
ily that he intended to go to his new build- 
ing and take a final look at it before hand- 
ing over to the lessees. 

It had been his invariable custom to ar- 
rive home by 7 o’clock in the evening. His 
absence alarmed the family and his sons, 
Carl and Ernest, and his son-in-law, Albert 
Flogaus, scoured the city for several hours 
in vain search for him. 

They then applied to the Central police 
and [Detective Sergeant Barker was de- 


tailed to accompany them to the new build- 


ing. |A short search revealed the body ly- 
ing at ‘the bottom of the elevator shaft. 
The body was cold, showing that death must 
have resulted several hours before. The 
left wrist was broken, the back badly 
bruised, and the ciothing torn. 

The building has an electric elevator and it 
is supposed that Mr. Boldenweck failed prop- 
perly to understand its workings. His hat 
was found on the first floor, while the ele- 
vator had ascended to the top of the shaft. 
It is thought he descended to the first floor, 
leaving the elevator and probably thinking 
it haf stopped. Instead it reascended, and 
when Mr. Boldenweck returned he fell ten 
feet into the basement. 

Mr. Baldenweck was a member of the Ger- 
mania club and nume German socities. 
He came to Chicago in 1851 and was 58 years 
of age. He leaves a widow and family of 
eight grown children. He was a brother of 
William Boldenweck of the Drainage Board. 


STETSON WILL CANNOT. NOW BE FOUND. 


Adah Richmond Claims to Have Been. 
the First Mrs. Stetson and Will 
Make a Contest. 


New York, May 4.—{Special.]—The will of 


John Stetson, the millionaire Boston theat- 
rical manager who died about three weeks 
ago, has disappeared and there is the big- 
gest kind of a tangle ahead in administering 
the estate. 

A former wife is to put in a claim for the 
property. It is said the day before he died 
Mr. Stetson called in his friends and Coun- 
selor Charles E. Pattee and executed a will, 
which Mr. Pattee drew for him. If he did so 
the testament is nowhere to be found. 

Mr. Pattee, the lawyer, is seriously ill and 
nothing can be learned with regard to the 
will, He lapses into periods of unconscious- 
ness and may die at any moment. To pro- 
tect all interests Melvin O. Adams has been 
appointed by the court special administrator 
of the estate of John Stetson Jr., furnishing 
bonds in $100,000. Since his appointment he 
has been diligently endeavoring to discover 
the ‘missing will or any traces of it, but has 
utterly failed. 

Adah Richmond, well known to two gen- 
erations of theater-goers and still a hand- 
some woman, is waiting for developments 
before beginning a suit for the property of 
Miss Richmond is living

SHAH THE VICTIM OF A CONSPIRACY. 


Mollah Reza, the Murderer, Selected to 
Do the Deed, 

Teheran May 4.—-[Copyrighted 1896, by the 
Associated Press. Investigation shows that 
the Shah's assassin was Mollah Reza, an ad- 
herent of Sheikh Jem Aleddin, who was 
exiled in. 1891 on conviction of high treason. 
Reta was imprisoned on the same charge, 
but was subsequently released, again im- 
prisoned, liberated, and given a pension by 
the Shah. 

He continued his agitation against the 
Shah, and, when warned he would be ar- 
rested, fled to Constantinople, where it is 
believed he arranged with Sheikh Jem Aled- 
din to kill the Persian ruler. Two months 
ago Reza disappeared from Constantinople 
and only recently was he known to be in the 
vicinity of the Shah. 

Reza has confessed the murder was the 
result of a conspiracy and that he was se- 
lected to kill the Shah. He had waited two 
months for a favorable opportunity. He 
admits eight persons were in the plot, two 
of whom, now under arrest, are Reza's 
nieces, who were servants in the Shah’s 
harem, They kept the’conspirators infermed 
of the ruler’s movements. The conspirators 
also planned to kill the Grand Vizier. 

The enthronement of the new Shah, Muzaf- 
fer-ed-Din at Tabriz on Saturday was ac- 
complished without any disorder. The new 
Shah’s elder brother Massoud Mirza, Gov- 
ernorof Ispahan, has tendered his allegiance 
and been confirmefl in his government.

Gives an Audience to China’s Repre- 
sentative to the Coronation. 

St. Petersburg, May 4.—The Czar and the 
Czarina today received in audience Li Hung 
Chang, who will represent the Emperor bf 
China at the coronation of the Czar.

BURN CITIZENS IN THEIR HOMES. 


Cubans Sack a City and Sickening Fa- 
talities Result. 

Havana, May 4.—The insurgent leaders, 
Mora, Villanauva, and Delgado, at the head 
of about 1,000.men, have burned the Village 
of Punta Brava, near here. The Spanish 
forces from San Quintin and the guerrilla 
forces from the neighboring forts attacked 
the insurgents and repulsed them with the 
loss of forty killed. Several inhabitants of 
the village are said to have been burned to 
death in their dwellings. 

The plantations of Mapos, San Fernando, 
and Nativided, in the District of Santi Spir- 
itu, Province of Santa Clara, have been com- 
pelled to Suspend the grinding of cane.

Near Amonillas, Province of Matanzas, the 
insurgents are reported to have killed with 
machetes the wife of Mauricio Jimenez and 
their two; daughetrs, respectively 8 and 3 
years of age. The home of the Jimenez 
family was afterwards burned by the in- 
surgents. 

The insurgent forees under Tureto and 
Matos are on their way to join Maximo 
Gomez in the Province of Santa Clara. 

Socorras and Pinar Rojas, the insurgent 
leaders, are seriously wounded. 

Basilio, Lassa, an insurgent 
was shot this morning. . 

The insurgent leader Lestre has raised a 
band at the plantation of Portugalete, in the 
District of Union Derays.

PEARL BRYAN’S CORPSE WAS IN THE CAB 


William Trusty Testifies to Receiving 
Pay from an Old Doctor for Driv- 
ing a Mysterious Party. 


Newport, Ky., May 4.—The most sensa- 
tional evidence in the Jackson trial was 
given today by William R. Trusty of Ur- 
bana, III. 


He was a brakeman on the Southern rail-_ 


road at the time of Pearl Bryan’s murder. 
He testified to meeting Emma Evans at 10 
o’clock on the night of the murder. They 
were joined soon by an old doctor who was. 
a friend of the woman. Through these per- 
sons Trusty was employed to drive a cab. 

They stopped at a house in George street 
in the tenderloin district, where the doctor 
carried the body of a woman from the house 
into the cab. Then they drove across the 
Newport bridge and stopped near the place 
where Pearl Bryan’s body was found the 
next morning. 

The old man carried the body across the 
fence and they drove back to Cincinnati. 
Trusty testified that they drove a gray horse 
and rig similar to the one that George Jack- 
son described. The old doctor, whose name 
Trusty never learned, gave him $10 for the 
job. 

Trusty returned to his home in Urbana, III., 
where he told the story about this midnight

First Presentation of the Adapted 
French Play in Chicago. _ 

Much has been written against the adapta- 
tion of French plays for the English stage, 
but in the case of the society drama, The 
Squire of Dames,” presented last night by 
Mr. John Drew for the first time in Chicago, 
the ordinary objections do not apply.

Bishop Merrill ot Chicago took the chair 


this morning. 

Dr. I. H. Mueller, Presiding Elder of the 
North Ohio Conference, presented a resolu- 
tion which advocated arbitration for all En- 
glish speaking people. The resolution re- 
lated the evils of warfare between two en- 
lightened nations and pointed out arbitra- 
tion as the only means of a settlement of 
disputes between the United States and 
Great Britian. The resolution was adopted 
and a copy of it ordered sent to President 
Cleveland. 

The woman question was then launched. 
Dr. Monroe read the following communica- 
tion from the woman delegates: 


„ Women Offer to Withdraw. 


„ While we regard ourselves as laymen 
in the full sense of the term, and hold that 
the lay electoral conferences are entitled, 
under the amendment of. 1808-72, to choose 
their delegates, subject only to the restric- 
tions therein specified, we are unwilling to 
seem to insist upon personal rights which 
are in dispute. 

The chief question at issue now seems 
to us to arise over the method to be pur- 
sued upon this. We recognize honest dif- 
ference of opinions among the most intelli- 
gent and conscientious members. It seems 
to us that were the conference relieved from 
the tension which our presence occasions 
it might speedily devise a plan of admission 
upon which the great majority of the inem- 
bers could agree. While we sincerely regret 
to disappoint the chivalrous champions of 
wontan’s eligibility, we cannot consent to 
a protracted debate over our personal eli- 
gibility to this conference, with the aliena- 
tions which we fear such a struggle might 
cause. We therefore cheerfully relinquish 
in your honorable body, and await such a 
settlement of a long-vexed question as your 
wisdom may devise, confident that your ac- 
tion will embody the spirit of the golden 
rule. We desire to express our appreciation 
of the courtesy shown us, and assure you 
that we shall continue to pray and to labor 
for the prosperity of our Zion.”’ 

The statement was presented by Jane F. 
Bashford, Lois 8. Parker, and Ada C. 
Butcher. 

Dr. Kynett, as Chairman, submitted the 
majority report, as follows: 

‘“* Your committee, to whom was referred 
the challenge of the eligibility of women 
on the General Conference of Lydia A. 
Trimple, delegate-elect from the Foo Chow 
Electoral Conference; Lois Parker and Ada 
C. Butcher, delegates-elect from North In- 
dia Electoral Conference: and Jane Field 
Bashford, delegate-elect from the 
Electoral Conference, having considered the 
same, report that the challenge is not sus- 
tained that the aforesaid lay delegates- 
elect are not eligible to this body.“ 

Dr. Kynett then said that the withdrawal 
of the two women delegates was a credit to 
their modesty, and should commend them 
to the conference, He made a strong ad- 
dress in favor of admission, saying that the 
question of eligibility is a constitutional 
question, and there has been no change in 
the constitution since 1872. This amend- 
ment made no distinction of race, color, or 
sex. The word male was stricken out, 
and the word “laymen” fis construed to 
mean all lay members of the church. 

Dr. Kynett held that the question would 
have been disposed of in 1892 had it not been 
for the precedent of referendum of 1888. Of 
the 4,223 members of the annual confer- 


ences present and voting 3,749 favored wom- . 


en and only 479 were against them. 


Minority Report. 

Dr. T. B. Neely of Philadelphia read the 
minority report: It stated that the minority 
had carefully inquired into the question and 
had found that the women possessed no 
rights in the conference whatever.

TOMLINS AN EASY VICTOR 


MUSICAL DIRECTOR OF THE APOLLO 
CLUB WINS HIS LATEST FIGHT. 


Women Stand Up for Him with Voice 


and Ballot and President Heurtley 
Is Defeated in the Music Com- 
mittee Test—Electioneering on the 
Sidewalk—Chance Visitors to Han- 
del Hall Buttonholed and Asked to 


Vote. : 
William’ L. Tomlins, musical director of 
the Apollo club, triumphed over his oppo- 
nents in the organization last night at the 
conclusion of the most exciting and bitterly 
contested election the club has ever held. 
The directors objectionable to Prof. Tom- 
lins through their support of the new by- 
laws were defeated by overwhelming ma- 
jorities, the by-laws were tabled by a heavy 
vote, and at the end of the meeting a resolu- 
tion requesting the President to consult 
Prof. Tomlins as to the personnel of the 
Music committee was adopted unanimously. 
As first proposed, the resolution “ direct- 
ed the President to consult the musical di- 
rector, but President Heurtley intimated he 
would not be dictated to, and Prof. Tomlins’ 
friends, having triumphed in all other points, 


were maghanimous and changed “ directed“ 


to “ requested.”’ 
Fight Over Directory. 

The election, which preceded the meeting 
of the club began at 7 o’clock, the polls clos- 
ing at 8:30. There was but one ticket in the 
field, excepting for directors, six of whom 
were nominated to ffl the three vacancies. 
It was over these directors the war waged 
last night and has waged for weeks. 

Another, and equally bitter fight, hinging, 
like the election of directors, on Prof. Tom- 
lins, occurred over the acceptance of the new 
by-laws, but this came later in the evening. 

For an hour before the polls opened indus- 
trious supporters of the rival tickets gath- 
ered in Handel Hall to work for their fa- 
vorites. George E. Shipman, Henry T. 
Smith, and A. E. Mathews were the candi- 
dates for directorship supported by the pro- 
fessor’s adherents, while the opposition 
ticket consisted of F. A. Fielder, Henry W. 
Price, and Frank C. Hollister. Nearly all 
the woman members of the club supported 
the first ticket and worked for it, too. Armed 
with bundles of tickets they clustered on the 
sidewalk in front of the building and within 
the entrance and held up all who entered. 


Lively Electioneering. 


„Vote this ticket, please,“ they would 
say to each bewildered man or woman, 
whether they were members of the club 
or not. 

Vote this ticket. It’s going to be the 
winning ‘one. Please vote against those 
horrid by-laws and the men who drafted 
them,” ahd they would thrust a marked 
ballot into the hands of the victim, and lead 
him or her to the polls. Such vigorous cam- 
paigning has seldom been equaled even.in 
the First Ward. The only way to escape was 
to do their bidding. Of course they won by 
the largest vote ever cast in a club election. 
When the result was announced they re- 
joiced openly and hysterically, totally disre- 
garding the feelings of the vanquished candi- 
dates. 

Once a member had voted as they desired 
the women took good care he did not escape, 
but marched him into the hall to vote 
against the new by-laws when the time 
should come. The by-laws had several ob- 
noxious clauses, but were objected to prin- 
cipally because they minimized the power 
af the musical director, Mr. Tomlins, invest- 
ing it im the directors and Music commit- 
tee. Another objectionable article was one 
changing the annual dues from $5 to $10. 
Many members regarded this as an attempt 
to make the organization more ‘exclusive 
and fashionable, and accordingly they 
worked against it with might and main. 


Meeting Called to Order. 


So soon as the polls were closed President 
Heurtley called the meeting to order, though 
little quiet could be secured with 150 excited 
women in the hall. When the reading of the 
annual report of the President was con- 
cluded Mr. Simons moved to table the new 
by-laws: He was somewhat precipitate, the 
by-laws not having been offered, and he was 
ruled out of order. ? ae, 

It was then moved to give a vote of thanks 
to Prof. Tomlins, but the other side, 
through’ Mrs. Fuller, had that motion also 
declared out of order, While most of the 
women were muttering, ‘*‘ How mean,” and 
‘* Aren’t they horrid,’’ Louis Spahl, Chair- 
man of the By-Laws committee, secured the 
floor. He said the committee had received 
no suggestions from the members of the 
club until within a week, when they were 
inundated with suggestions which could not 
be incorporated, as the by-laws were al- 
ready printed. Then Mr. Spahl explained 
away the objectionable features, but met 
with so cold a reception he moved to table 
the resolutions. They were tabled with a 
cheer. 

Then it dawned upon the professor's 
friends the by-lawa. might be taken off the 
table at any subsequent meeting and passed. 
So they tried to reconsider and table again, 
but once more Mrs. Fuller; after a long de- 
bate with Maj. Johnson, proved the mo- 
tion was out of order.

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GOVERNOR TAKES A HAND. 


INDIANA’S CHIEF EXECUTIVE TRIES 
TO CLOSE LAKE COUNTY TRACKS. 


Brings Suit Before Judge Gillett 
but Does Not Fare Well in the First 
Round of the Fight—Court Holds 
That Plaintiff Does Not Present 
Proof of One Association Owning 
the Three Tracks—HKRacing Officials 
to Be Examined on Saturday. 


Crown Point, Ind., May 4.— [Special. Gov. 
Claude Matthews and Attorney-General 
Ketchum, by their attorney, J. Kopelke, 
again today moved on what they term the 
“infested district in Lake County, when 
they filed their complaint and information 
in the Lake Circuit Court about noon, 
wherein, they prayed for a temporary in- 
junction without notice, against the Shef- 
field and Forsyth tracks, as well as against 
the various members of the associations, 
and Caroline M. and Jacob Korsyth, owners 
of the real estate upon which the tracks are 
situated. 

The complaint alleges that racing has been 
held for fifteen days upon the Forsyth track, 
and that the various associations owning 
the tracks are, in fact, one and the same, 
and that under the racing law in this State 
they are not entitled to hold another megt- 
ing until the stated number of days shall 
elapse after the closing of the Forsyth 
track. 

At this stage of the game the race track 
members get a horse on the Governor 
and his attorneys. After Judge John II. 
Gillett spent an hour.hearing the case he 
‘flatly refused to grant his Excellency the 
right to stop racing by injunction, as prayed 
for, on the ground that the complaint does 
not affirmatively show that the various as- 
sociations are one and the same, but ordered 
that the chief managers 
tracks appear on the coming Saturday, May 
9, and submit to their examinations, and if 
it then appears that all the associations are 


one the temporary injunction will be granted 


and racing in this county will be prohibited 
until the statute again allows it to take 
place. If the Governor falls to get his in- 
junction granted on Saturday, and it is 
figured down to a certainty he will not, he 
openly says pool-sellers will be used roughly 
until things come his way 

It is alleged by legal uthority that the 
Governor and attorneys have nö proof what- 
ever in their hands to prove the associations 
are one and the same, and racing will con- 
tinue as heretofore. If he succeeds in get- 
ting the injunction it will be from the tes- 
timony of the. racing men themse lves. 
Should the injunction be granted it will not 
oecur in time to prevent the Indiana Derby 


day next Saturday.

Clark, Stinson, and Skinner Present 
Their Counter Affidavits. 

The argument in the suit of the Attorney- 
General against the General Electric Street 
railway company was resumed yesterday in 
Judge Dunne’s court. Attorney Hamline 
for the State continued his attacks on the 
validity of the ordinance of the company. 
He contended that there was nothing in the 
whole record of the Council which showed 
that the petition of the company was ever

Was not a word in the record to show that 
the Council ever passed upon the sufficiency 
of the frontage petitions. 

The attorneys for the company filed affi- 
davits denying the statements contained in 
the affidavit of George Brandenburg, read 
several days ago. The affidavits of Lucius 
Clark, manager of the company; Charles L. 
Stinson, its Treasurer; and Merrill Skinner 
were presented. 

Clark denied all the allegations of Brand- 
enburg and that the company forged any 
signatures. Skinner denied in his affidavit 
that he had taken the slips which Branden- 
burg had prepared and returned them with 
what purported to be the names of about 
twenty property-owners. Stinson, in his 
affidavit, said Brandenburg had tried to 
compel the company to give him 3,000 shares 
of its stock, and when he failed declared 
that he would: go over to the Chicago City 
railway company and work in its interests.

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PROCEEDINGSOF COUNCIL. 


THREE-CENT FARE ORDINANCE PRO- 
VOKES A LIVELY SESSION, 


Attempt to Amend to Four Cents Fails 
Measure Is Referred to the Cor- 
poration Counsel—Water Supply to 
Consumers Considered — Chicago 


Street — Track Elevation — Muor 
Matters of Legisiation. 

Briefly stated, here is what the Council 
did last night: 

Referred to the Corporation Counsel an 
ordinance reducing street car fares within 
the city limits to three cents. 

Passed an ordinance providing for the ele- 
vation of the tracks of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railroad from Fifty- 
fifth street boulevard to State street. 

Referred to the Committee on Water De- 
partment an ordinance requiring the city to 
furnish water to consumers in reasonable 
quantities. 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South an ordinance granting a fran- 
chise to the Chicago Géneral railway to lay 
tracks in Twenty-second street from the 
river to Wabash avenue: 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West an ordinance granting a fran- 
chise to the North Chicago Electric railway 
company to lay tracks in North Robey 
street, Bryn Mawr avenue, Balmoral avenue, 
Lawrence avenue, and other streets in the 
Towns of Jefferson and Lake View, 


Opens the Session. 

For nearly an hour the air of the chamber 
was fervid with the eloquence ol Aldermen 
advocating three-cent fares on street rail- 
roads and for a time it looked as though an 
ordinance requiring street car companies 
‘to carry passengers for three cents would 
be passed with a virtual rush. 

By a vote of 57 to 6 the Council suspended 
the rules to place such an ordinance, intro- 
duced by Ald. Manierre, upon its passage, 
but the nopes of the gallery were dashed 
some time later, when a substitute of Ald. 
Madden, referring the matter to the Corpo- 
ration Counsel for an opinion, was passed. 
by practically the same vote. 

The matter of three-cent fares was first 
thrown upon the Council's attention in an 
ordinance offered by Ald. Coughlin, provid- 
ing that no street railway company carrying 
passengers for hire in Chicago shall be al- 
' lowed to collect more than three cents fare 
for each and providing a fine of from $25 
to $100 for each violation. The measure was 
referred to the Judiciary committee. 


Ald. Manierre’s Measure. 


Ald. Manierre was not satisfied with such 
curt treatment of the subject, and turned up 
later with the following ordinance: 

Sec. 1. It shall be and is hereby made un- 
lawful for any street railroad company or 
corporation, within the corporate limits of 
the City of Chicago, to charge or demand 
more than three (3) cents fare for one con- 
tinuous ride upon any street car line within 
the City of Chicago. 

Sec. 2. Every passenger upon any street 
car line, within the limits of the City of Chi- 
cago, shall, upon payment of one fare of 
three (3) cents, as in Sec. 1 hereof provided, 
be entitled to transportation upon or along 
said line of street railroad the same distance 
for such fare as passengers have heretofore 
been transported by said street car com- 
panies for one fare, and all street car com- 
panies are hereby required to so transport 
passengers, and also to give transfers the 
same as heretofore. 

Sec. 3. Any railroad company or corpora- 
tion violating the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be fined not less than $25 nor 
more than $50 for each offense. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall be in force 
and effect from and after its passage and due 
publication.“ 


Suspend the Rules. 


Ald. Manierre moved that the rules be 
suspended to place the ordinance on its pas- 
sage, and only Ald. Hambleton, Holman, 
Maypole, Brennan, McCarthy, and O’ Neill 
were recorded in the negative, although Ald. 
Campbell pointedly refused to vote. 

Ald. Manierre stated the purpose of the 
ordinance was to ascertain by a decision of 
the courts whether the Council had the right 
to reduce the fare. From a recent decision 
of the Appellate Court in a case against the 
Chicago General railway it would appear 
that the Council had that right, but of course 
the compantes would not admit it until they 
had obtained a decision on the question from 
the court of last resort. The Council had an 
opportunity to show that its interest in the 
working class was genuine and sincere. 

Ald. O'Neill said those who voted in the 
affirmative did not do so conscientiously; the 
railroads could not live on three-cent fares. 

Ald. Greenacre presented an amendment 
to make the fare four cents. While he be- 
lieved in a three-cent fare, he said, he 
thought it advisable to have it fixed at four 
cents, lest the court might decide the ordi- 
nance was unreasonable and fail to decide 
the principle whether the Council had the 
right to regulate the rate of fare. 


To Test the Matter. 


Ald. Manierre declared that it was imma- 
terial to him whether the Council decided 
on a three-cent or a four-cent fare. All he 
“wanted was to have the right of the Council 
to reduce the fare passe upon by the 
courts. 

Ald. O'Neill moved to refer the matter to 
the Judiciary committee. 

Ald. Hambleton noticed, he said, that the 
men who were promoting the measure were 
lawyers, and their object was to make a test 
case, which would not be decided for years. 
He thought a jury of fair-minded citizens 
would decide that a five-cent fare was not 
too high. 

Ald. Coughlin claimed that it was Mayor 
Pingree and not the courts who secured 
cheap carfare for the people ef Detroit. 

Let the Mayor of Chicago, then,“ he said, 
looking up at the gallery, ‘“‘ compel the street 
car companies here to give the people what 
they want.“ 

Ald. Judah thought the proper action to 
take under the rules would be to refer the 
matter to the Judiciary committee. 

Mayor Swift, who was in the chair, called 
attention to the fact the new Council had 
failed to adopt any rules for its govern- 
ment. 

The amendment of Ald. Greenacre on a 
viva voce vote was defeated. 

Ald. Madden introduced a substitute re- 
questing the Corporation Counsel to advise 
the Council as to its power to reduce fares 
under the existing franchises, and after 
more discussion it was adopted by a vote of 
50 yeas to 9 nays. Those voting in the mi- 
nority were Gleason, Bidwill, Revere, Knud- 
son, Maltby, Manierre, Milne, Utesch, and 
Mowrer. 


Elevation of Tracks. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Track 
Elevation called up his report and ordinance 
for the elevation of the tracks of the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayneand Chicago railroad from 
Fifty-fifth street boulevard to State street, 
and moved its passage. 

Ald. Utesch of the Thirtleth Ward voiced 
the desires of his constituents for subways 
at Fifty-first and Fifty-third streets by an 
amendment to have the elevation begun 
half a mile farther north, at Fifty-first 
street. Ald. O'Neill explained to the Council 
that the subways would be useless, as they 
would run into the tracks df the Chicago 
and Western Indiana railroad, which had 
not yet agreed to elevate at that point. He 
moved that the amendment be laid on the 
table, and the Chair put the motion, called 
for the “‘ yeas,” and declared it carried 
without waiting to hear from those in favor 
of the amendment, a course which embit- 
tered Ald. Utesch against track elevation for 
the time being. 

The ordinance, as read by the clerk, pro- 
vided for an elevation beginning sixty feet 
north of Fifty-third street, rising gradually 
to cross that street eight feet above grade, 
Fifty-fourth street at 5.3 feet. above grade, 
and Fifty-fifth street at 9.7. The elevation 
is to continue at practically the same 
gradient until Sixty-first street is reached, 
at 11 feet above grade, and State street at 
10.17 feet, the grade descending thence to 
South Park avenue. There are to be sub- 
ways at Fifty-fifth street boulevard, Fifty- 
seventh, Fifty-eighth, Fifty-ninth, Sixtieth, 
Maple, ‘Sixty-first, and Chestnut streets, 
Princeton boulevard, Sixty-second street, 
Wentworth a. Sixty-third street, 
and State street; all of which are to be 
spanned by iron bridges.

All the Republican 
legislative candidates in this county have 
been nominated, and the Democratic ones 
probably will be next month. It will be a 
simple matter for the Civic Federation to ask 


| each of these men whether he will vote for 


or against changing, mutilating, or repeal- 
ing the civil service law now in force in 
Chicago. If he says he believes in letting it 
remain on the statutes unmutilated he has 
put himself right on the record. If he says 
he favors its repeal or wants to amend it, 
or if he declines to define his position, then 
he will furnish a good reason why the voters 
should not send him to Springfield. By all 
meansy interrogate the candidates on this 
point and find out whether they are for the 
professional spollsmen or the people on the 
civil service system in Chicago. 


THE POLITICIANS AND CIVIL SERVICE. 

At a meeting of one of the Civic Federa- 
tion committees last week a member stated 
that during the Aldermanic campaign he 
ran across the fact that the professional, 
spoils-seeking politicians are against the 
civil service law of this city and are plotting 
to break it down. Said he: 

I'm satisfied if they get their kind of a Legis- 
lature at Springfield they will make an effort to 
kill the law by vicious legislation. It seems to 
me now is the time to begin putting the candi- 
dates from Cook on record as to their position 
toward the civil service reform law. 

Undoubtedly the spoils-mongering poli- 
ticians, who opposed the civil service law 
last year as far as they dared show their 
hands, are against it still, and would repeal 
it or nullify it if they saw a chance to do 80 
with safety. It has taken the city offices 
out of their unclean hands. Their wings 
ha ve been clipped by the loss of their for- 
mer “ patronage,” of which they made a 
eorrupt and selfish use, utterly disregarding 
the public good. : 

The majority of the yotess, hewever, do 
not agree with them. A year ago the civil 
service law was adopted at the polls by 
50,000 majority. Those who voted for it 
did so hoping that it would cure certain 
evils in the administration of municipal 


affairs which had become too grievous to 


be endired. They have discovered that 
their hopes were well grounded. 

The law has been in effective operation 
only six months, but it has worked a won- 
derful change for the better. The 8,000 
city employés working under its provisions 
have been taken out-of partisan, gutter 
politiés, and their efficiency in serving the 
public has been nearly doubled at this time. 

When appointments are made now the 
appoititees owe their places to their quali- 
fications, not to the-influence of a boodle 
Alderman, a ward committeeman, or an 
oflice-seeking ward club. They do not now 
have to neglect their duties to bum round 
their wards for their ward boss or sponsor, 

While the majority of the employés were 
appointed prior to the day when the law 
went into effect, they are in no danger of 
losing their places if they attend faithfully 
to their duties, For they know that as 
long as they attend strictly to city busincss 
and do not meddle in matters that do not 
concern them there will be nothing to be 
gained by dismissing them. The persons 
appointed to replace them.cannot be the 
pets or henchmen of bribed Aldermen or of 
blackmailing ward politicians; but must be 
nominees of the Civil Service Commission, 
selected after examination upon merit. 

So the people of Chicago, seeing how 
much a few months of civil service adminis- 
tration has Improved the city service, will 
not tolerate the idea of going back to the old, 
rotten, costly system to please the spoils- 
hucksters. A vote tomorrow on the ques- 
tion whether the civil service law should be 
abandoned would be beaten by 100,000 ma- 
jority on a full vote. The people have had 
a taste of decent city government and it 
pleases.them so greatly that they intend to 
have that government permanently here- 
after. | | 

When it comes to the scratch it is doubt- 
ful whether the mangy politicians, though 
admittedly anxious to have the handling 
and disposing of the offices for the black- 
mail that can be levied on the appointees 
or use that can be made of them in packing 
primaries and carrying ward delegations, 
will dare to attempt to tamper with the 
civil service law in the Legislature. It 
would be au excessively unpop move 
on their part if caught at it, and they do not 
court unpopularity. 


HONEST MONEY.

THE MEN AT THE MATHEMATICAL HELM. 

The traditional expression that “ figures 
never lie” has had a fairly honorable 
career until it fell afoul of the statisticians 
of the present campaign. Its reputation has 
been blasted now beyond any hope of re- 
covery, and the responsibility cannot be 
placed accurately until after the first ballot 
is taken at the St. Louis convention. The 
various people under suspicion, however, 
have won considerable admiration for the 
masterful indifference they have shown to 
all the preconceived ideas of the exactness 
of the science of mathematics. 

Gen. Grosvenor stands easily first in the 
list, both by priority of service and by a su- 
perior pertinacity in sticking to his text. 
He is the recognized official figurer of 
the McKinley forces and has made his 
weekly returns to the public with a lavish 
hand. He appears to have felt that the 
people wanted figures, and as far as ex- 
Gov.

with some equanimity. 

Mr. Clarkson is a newcomer in the field 
of figures, but he shows he is no unworthy 
rival to the other two. He discovers there

Each has 
a reputation for veracity that would have 
caused a general acceptance of his deduc- 
tions if the other two were not présent to 
confuse the public mind, and as between 
the three there is really nothing to choose 
in point of comparative probability of ac- 
curacy. There is one conclusion, however, 
that can be shared in common by all who 
take the pains to peruse the three tables of 
figures, that apart from the partisan as- 
pects of the case a more diverting variety of 
figures to emanate from the same hypothesis 
could not be hoped for from any three other 
men in the country.

THE FIGHT FOR BATTLESHIPS. 

It is gratifying to be assured from Wash- 
ington that the House will not compromise 
with the Senate over the amendment adopt- 
ed by that body cutting down the number 

‘of battleships to two, but will insist there 
shail be four. The House Naval committee 
made a hard fight to secure six, but failed, 
the House voting for four, and it does not 
propose to recede from that number. That 
is right and patriotic. It would have been 
still more right and patriotic had the House 
voted for six. 

A good fort can be built in a year and 
there are already many more heavy guns in 
proportion than forts in which to mount 
them. But to build one of these great fluat- 
ing batteries, like the Indiana, for instance, 
requires at least three years. A great deal 
can happen in that time, and the reduction 
proposed by the Senate might involve seri- 
ous disaster. Four new battleships in addi- 
tion to the three we now have might help 
turn the scale in an assault upon an im- 
portant city, like New York, for instance. 
Half a dozen big fighting ships protecting 
the forts and protected by them as well 
could inflict heayy damages. They would 
be effective flankers for the forts and they 
could be m@ed from one part of the coast 
to another, Whenever an enemy’s fleet 
should anchor off one of our seacoast cities 
half a dozen or a dozen big fighting battle- 
ships would be of the utmost advantage to 
the shore fortifications. In case of a rupture 
with any power except Great Britain with 
these ships we would be able to stand off 
any fleet. 

This country needs more floating as well 
as stationary forts. There is no excuse for 
reducing the small number demanded by the 
House.. The government is amply able to 
build these battleships. The people want 
them and stand ready to pay for them, and 
when the present incompetent and unpatri- 
otic administration goes out of power and 
the Republicans come in as they will next 
March 4, they will raise the revenue, as 
the House and the Republicans in the Sen- 
ate are willing todo. There will be plenty 
of money to build defenses for our seacoast 
and lake cities and money enough to build 
battleships to assist the fortifications and 
help defend our coasts. We ought to have 
at least a dozen first-class fighting ships 
and they should be built as soon as is prac- 
ticable, With a dozen of these formidable 
fighters, in addition to the other vessels of 
the navy, and coasts thoroughly protected 
by fortifications with long-range, high-

WHAT TILLMAN MEANS BY “MORE 
MONEY.” 5 

Senator Tillman told the Senate, with a 
ribald oath to emphasize the statement, 
“we want more money—a billion dollars 
more.“ Then he stopped, without explain- 
ing what kind of more money he wanted, 
and no fellow-Senator asked him to explain. 

When business-men speak of “ money,” 
whether lending or borrowing it, they mean 
currency which has exchangeable value 
or purchasing. power, and which the owner 
of land or merchandise will take for 
his property. They mean by “ money” 
the currency standard of the civilized na- 
tiofis of the world. To sum it up in one 
word, they mean gold as the standard of 
value, 5 

But when Tillman says he wants more 
money“ is it more gold he wants? No, for 
he would be delighted were all that is in the 
Treasury and in the country to disappear. 
Does he mean that he would like to see in 


| circulation a billion more silver dollars kept 


at a parity with gold? Assuredly not, for 
the fault he finds: with the half-billion of 


twice its commercial value and that it re- 
quires as much goods to get a dollar of it as 
it does to get a gold dollar. 

What Tillman means by money is the 
sort of currency the country would be 
cursed with in the event of the free coinage 
of 50 cents’ worth of silver into disks which 
he would call dollars. That is, by money ” 
he means “half money.“ He wishes the 
currency of the country to be half as good 
as gold. He yearns for a currency worth 
no more than old State bank, wildcat shin- 
plasters—say about 50 cents on the dollar. 
He damns Wall street for watering railroad 
stocks; and yet proposes to do the same 
thing with the money of the people of the 
United States. He is desirous to reduce by 
law the money paid to labor by one-half. 
He wants the colored labor population of 
South Carolina paid in depreciated cur- 
rency. 

That is why he wants Congress to pass a 
law doing away with the American hundred- 
year-old gold standard and adopting a 
cheap, depreciated silver standard. 

If the Democratic party refuses at the 
Chicago convention to codperate with Sena- 
tor Tillman in carrying out, this glaring 
fraud of adultérating the national currency 
he swears he will bolt and join the fiat 
Populists. What honest Democrat ought 
to cire a straw? Let him go to the d— if 
he pleases. Who cares? The Democratic 
party will be well rid of such a blatant 
nuisance and charlatan. 

Senator Teller of Colorado has been try- 
ing to scare the Republicans by similar 
threats. The answer given him has been 
not to stand on the order of his going, but 
to go at once.”

the following statement of the facts in the 
case: 7 

“Flora, III., Aug. 2, 1886.—Dear Sir: In 
answer to your inquiry concerning the un- 


fortunate difficulty in which Mr. Tanner 


was involved many years ago, I here give 
you briefly the absolute facts as they ap- 
peared in evidence at the trial. 


Quarrel with Rusk. 

In February, 1867, Mr. Tanner and one 
Jim Rusk engaged in a fight in which Rusk 
was worsted, Tom Erskin, a brother-in- 
law of Rusk,, took up the quarrel, and to 
several persons on  dffferent occasions 
threatened that he would kill Tanner. In 
June, 1867, Tanner, with others, was notified 
to work on the public highways. Before the 
day for working Tanner was apprised from 
several sources that Erskin was saying that 
he would ‘do Tanner up that day, and Tan- 
ner’s friends became alarmed and endeav- 
ored to dissuade him from going upon the 
road at all. * 

Tanner had recently returned from the 
army, and replied that he was as much in 
duty bound to go as though he had been de- 
tailed on picket guard in the army, and that 
he would not be driven from the perform- 
ance of a public duty. John Ferguson, a 
man who had served in the army with Tan- 
ner, of his own accord went to Tanner and 
slipped into his pocket a small four-barrel 
Sharp’s pistol, two-inch barrel, self-cocker. 
Tanner went upon the road the next day with 
the pistol in his pocket and worked all day. 


Erskin with an Ax. 


When the, day’s work was done Tanner 
got into a two-horse wagon with two of his 
néighbors—Joe Martin and George Luse— 
and the three started home together in the 
wagon, Martin, the owner of the team, 
driving. On the way, some 200 yards in 
advance of the wagon, they saw Tom Erskin 
and his two brothers-in-law—Jim and John 
Rusk—and Jacob Moots standing by the 
roadside, each with a chopping ax in his 
hands. 

When the wagon had come to where the 
four men were standing Erskin ordered the 
driver to stop, and he did so. Erskin at 
once began to threaten and move toward 
the wagon, and Martin started the team. 
Erskin then drew the ax, and it was a>- 
parent that he would hurl it into the wagon. 
Tanner jumped over the seat-board toward 
the hind gate of the wagon. Erskin hurled 
the ax with both hands. Tanner dodged it 
by falling down in the wagon-box, and as 
he fell he fired. 

Luse Fearfully Wounded. | 


The poll of the ax grazed the top of Tan- 
ner’s head and passed over him. The bit of 
the ax struck George Luse in the back, cut- 
ting a gash twelve inches long, and com- 
pletely severing the shoulder blade. The 


ax bounded on over and fell by the side of 


the horses. 

The ball from the pistol struck Erskin 
on the left nipple, struck a rib, and glanced 
out, inflicting a slight flesh wound. When 
Luse was struck with the ax he fell forward 
on the lines, and that stopped the horses. 
Martin jerked the lines from under him 
and hurriedly started the team. 

Erskin ran after the wagon, picked up 
the ax and was again in the act of throwing 
it, being closer to the wagon than when 
he had first thrown, when Tanner fired the 
second shot. Erskin fell with the drawn ax 
and died soon after. Erskin had followed 
the wagon 90 feet from where he first order- 
ed the driver to stop to where he fell. 

Luse was so shocked and so terribly 
wounded that he had little recollection of 
what did take place, and thought and com- 
plained a long time that Tanner had shot 
him, and, as a witness, amounted to noth- 
ing efther way. Moots, who was with Ers- 
kin, died within a short time and before the 
first trial. 


Evidence and Acquittal. 


Martin and the two Rusks were the wit- 
nesses, deféndants at that time not being 
allowed by law to testify. 

On the first trial the jury brought in a 
verdict of manslaughter. Judge Canby, 
now of Olney, then on the bench, promptly 
set aside the verdict—not on any technical- 
ity, but on the broad ground that it was 
against the law and the evidence. Onasec- 
ond trial the jury was not out over two min- 


utes and brought in a verdict of not guilty. » 


The first trial was had in October, 1868: at 
the April term, 1869, the people continued: 
and the final trial was had in October, 1869. 

Mr. Tanner never at any time asked for 
a continuance, but was always ready for 
trial. His acquittal met with universal ap- 
probation, and so pronounced was the feel- 
ing in his favor that he was elected Sheriff 
of the county in 1870, just one year from his 
acquittal, In 1872 he was elected Clerk of 
the Circuit Court and in 1880 State Senator 
from the Forty-fourth District. 


Honors for Tanner. 


“Here at home, Where the facts are 
known, Mr. Tanner has always been stronger 
than his party, and it would be, and is, the 
universal opinion of our people that a man 
who wiuld not kill under such circum- 
stances would be an unfit man to guard the 
public treasury. 2 

Mr. Tanner and Jim Rusk are the only 
survivors of those who saw the unfortunate 
affair, and I might here say that Jim Rusk 
is now a firm and fast friend of Tanner. 

Luse never recovered from the ax wound, 
but died about two years afterward. Tanner 


seldom speaks of the affair, and then only 


when it is necessary. He regrets, as any 
high-minded man would, that there was a 
necessity, but when the emergency was 
pressed on him he does not regret that he 
acted, but does regret that he could not act 
in time to save poor Luse. 

“I have given you these facts from per- 
sonal knowledge. I heard both trials and 
have known Mr. Tanner intimately ever 
since. Yours truly, D. C. HAGUE, 

** State’s-Attorney.’’ 
Corroborated by Canby. 


R. S. Canby, who was the Judge before 
whom Mr. Tanner was tried, corroborates 
Mr. Hagle's statement, as follows: 

“Olney III., Aug. 17, 1886.—D. C. Hagle: 
I have 
read your statement of the facts as they ap- 
peared in evidence on the trial in the case 
of the People vs. John R. Tanner; Your 
statement is correct in every particular. I 
was on the bench in Clay County and tried 
the case. 1 set aside the first verdict, which 
was Guilty of manslaughter,” on the rst 
trial, on the ground that it was against the 
law and the evidence. 

“Mr, Tanner was assailed by the man he 
killed with a deadly weapon, and defended 
himself in the only way he could—by slaying 
his adversary. It was a clear case of justi- 
fiable homicide. I so regarded k at the time 
and have seen no reason to change my opin- 
ion, All who are acquainted with D. C. 
Hagle know that he is morally incapable of 
making a false statement. Yours truly,

BUSHNELL SAYS M’KINLEY WILL WIN 


Foraker Will Present His Name to the 
St. Louis Convention. 

Springfield, O., May 4.—[{Special.]—Gov. 
Bushnell, who is spending theday here, said 
this forenoon that it was true that Foraker 
would nominate McKinley at St. Louis. He 
added: 

‘* Ex-Gov. McKinley, so Senator Foraker 
told me, wrote the latter about two weeks 
before the Republican State convention ask- 
ing him to present his name to the St. Louis 
convention, and Foraker promptly replied 
that it would please him to do so. 

„ have no doubt but that McKinley will 
be nomirated at St. Louis. I do not see how 
any deal can be hatched upto defeat him. 
The fact of the matter is, the bulk of people 
want McKinley. He stands for the principle 
which they believe will start the furnace 
fires and advance the wages of the country— 
the principle of protection. 

The Democratic party has been a lament- 
able failure. ‘The people are heartily sick 
of it. They want to see the good times 
which were enjoyed when the Republican 
idea of protection was in force. When Mc- 
Kinley is nominated he will be elected just 
as easily as he secured the nomination, 
The same reason which makes the Republic- 
ans destre to make him their standard 
bearer will make the people at large desire 
to place him in the Presidential chair. 

“As to the money question, the great lead- 
ers of the national party have time and time 
again defined its position. The party is in 
favor of bimetallism, but only if an interna- 
tional agreement can be made with the prin- 
cipal European nations which will insure 
the parity of the two metals. The party is 
unalterably opposed to the free coinage of 
silver in the absence of such agreement.

Modesto, Cal., May 4.—The Republican 
Seventh District convention today nom- 
inated W. W. Bowers of San Diego for Con- 
gress and adopted resolutions instructing 
its delegates for McKinley, opposing the use 
of public money for sectarjan purposes, and 
favoring more stringent laws relating to for- 


to the State convention. 

Gov. Altgeld and his followers contend 
that Illinois favors free silver. Officially 
the local machine, it seems, agrees with 
him. A large and highly respectable ele- 
ment, however, declare the Governor and 
all those who support him are mistaken, In 
a fair test they assert that fact can and will 
be easily proven. So in order to get sucha 
test the hohest money people demand honest 
primaries at which delegates to the county 
convention will be chosen. 

To have honest primaries, therefore, it is 
further demanded, and of the Central com- 
mittee, they must be held under the Craw- 
ford law. | 

Around this proposition interest in to- 
night’s meeting hinges. It promises to be 
one of thé liveliest sessions ever held. Both 
sides have been organizing their forces and 
getting ready for it. Everything, of course, 
depends upon members of the committee. 

On their action, too, rests the ambitions of 
a few men. One of these is Gov. Altgeld. 
He wants, so one of his friends said yester- 
day, to go to the national convention as a 
delegate-at-large. Another is Thomas Ga- 
han, Chairman of the committee. He holds 
a State appointment from Altgeld and 
wants to be national committeeman. 

For the Governor and Mr. Gahan to realize 
their wishes it is necessary that delegates 
who will do their bidding shall be sent to the 
county and State conventions. Therefore 
the question is, would they stand a show of 
winning in a primary election where every 
Democratic voter can cast his ballot un- 
molestéd and have that ballot counted. 


Distrust the Issues.

The Executive committee of the honest 
money organization met yesterday afternoon 
and completed its arrangements for making 
a fight at the meeting tonight, Eighteen of 
the twenty-one members were present.

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


GORMAN’S OBSTRUCTION MEANS DE- 
FEAT FOR EARLY ADJOURNMENT. 


Maryland Senator Succeeds in Forcing 
a Political Issue on the Senate by 
Dexterous Maneuvering by Which 
Important Legislation Is Laid 
Aside and a Scheme Is Helped 
Whereby the Democrats May Se- 
cure Dupont's Seat. 

Washington, D. C., May 4.—[Special.]— 
Senator Gorman’s scheme for forcing a 
vote on the Dupont case has been success- 
ful, and at the same time he has started 
matters in a direction which may delay the 
adjournment of Congress, the Democratic 
caucus having decided that this would be 
a good thing to do provided the party was 
not put on record as opposing the legitimate 
business before Congress. 

By the action of the Democrats and their 
Populist allies the legitimate business be- 
fore the Senate, which was the river and 
harbor appropriation bill, in which the 
whole country Is interested, was deliberately 
laid aside, and the Senate, under the Gor- 
man-Peffer coalition, is now engaged on 
outside matters, while the businesa of the 
country waits until the Maryland dictator 
accomplishes his political ends. 

By a vote of 32 to 31 the Senate voted to 
take up the Dupont case. 

This was a practical defeat for the Repub- 
licans, and means that the Delaware seat 
will be declared vacant. Gorman’s object 
in this is to have the State carried by the 
Democrats next faH, and then hold a meet- 
ing of the Legislature in the winter, electing 
a Democratic Senator. If the seat were not 
declared vacant the Democrats so elected 
would have to contest with Dupont, and for 
this reason Gorman is determined to force 
the matter to a vote before adjournment, 
fearing that the Republicans would stave 
off matters until after the 4th of March, 
when they would have a clear majority and 
could seat Dupont on his prima fade case 
in spite of a subsequent election by the 
Legislature. 


No Regard for Rules. 

With the curieus disregard of rules char- 
acteristic of the Senate, as soon as it had 
been voted to take up the Dupont case it was 
unanimously agreed to do nothing of the 
kind. Instead of that an agreement was 
reached to come to a final vote at 5 o’clock 
on the second day after the passage of the 
river and harbor bill. As that measure was 
apparently before the Senate it was sup- 
posed the Dupont case would be decided 
about the-end of this week. In the mean- 
time Senator Peffer resurrected an old unanti- 
mous. agreement by virtue of which his long- 
suffering resolution to investigate all the 
bond sales for the last six years became the 
unfinished business before the Senate. Sen- 
ators Allison, Frye, Hill, and others at- 
tempted to induce the Senate to go on with 
its legitimate business, but in vain, and bya 
vote in which the Democrats combined with 
some of the silver men the river and harbor 
bill was formally laid aside, and Senator 
Frye ‘stated that he should not call it up 
again until Peffer’s resolution had been de- 
cided. Thereupon Hill started in on a 
lengthy speech, ostensibly in defense of the 
administration, but really in behalf of his 
own political interests in Wall street, and 
thus the matter stands. 


No Hope of Early Adjournment. 


Peffer’s resolution is before the Senate 
and Hill is fighting it. 

The river and harbor bill is stalled until 
the Kansas man’s measure is out of the way 
and the Dupont case cannot come up until 
after the whole subject of internal improve- 
ments has been settled. 

The outlook for an early adjournment is 
discouraging therefore and Gorman has suc- 
ceeded in his skillfully devised plan, which 
consisted in egging on the guileless Peffer 
to obstructing the appropriation bills, and 
at the same time. securing a decision in the 
Delaware case before such important meas- 
ures as the District of Columbia and fortfifi- 
eations bills can be considered by the Sen- 
ate. 

Both Republican and Democratic members 
of the Appropriation committee, including 
Senator Allison, are indignant at Gorman 
and his associates at their interference with 
the plans for an early adjournment.

Senate Reduction of New Gunboats 
Causes Discouragement. 

Washington, D. C., May 4.—{Special.]— 
Probably there will be a test vote in the 
tomorrow on the question of how 
many battleships are to be authorized this 
year. 

In the naval appropriation bill as passed 
by the House the construction of four bat- 
tleships of the largest class was provided 
for. They were supposed to be ships of a 
displacement of about 11,000 tons, which, 
under the ordinary practice of the depart- 
ment, Means nearer 12,000 tons, and the pros- 
pect is that the new ships will be nearly a 
thousand tons larger than the heaviest ship 
now under construction. 

When the naval bill got into the Senate 
Gorman made an attack on it all along the 
line. He pleaded economy successfully, al- 
though as a matter of fact his opposition is 
based on the fact that Secretary Herbert. 
had ‘turned him down frequently in the mat- 
ter of appointments. Gorman was responsi- 
ble directly for crippling the Washington 
na y-yard, and he has kept on in the Senate 
on the same lines. His argument as to the 
deficit was so clear that the Senate called“ 
the Maryland dictator and cut down the 
number of ships from four to two. 

The matter is now in conference betwéen 
the two Houses and the result is considered 
doubtful. 

When the naval bill passed the House there 
was a strong sentiment in that body in favor 
of authorizing the building of six ships, 
but the prayers and arguments of the lead- 
ers of the House prevailed, and four was 
finally agreed on. Since that time the ap- 
propriations have rolled up to such an ex- 
tend, including large contract increases for 
fortifications and rivers and harbors, that 
the House leaders have determined to trim 
down wherever they can. Uncle Joe Can- 
non, Chairman of the Appropriations com- 
mittee, and Joe Sayres of Texas, his Demo- 
cratic predecessor, both gave notice today 
that they would move to concur in the Sen- 
ate amendment, and as they have strong 
supporters on both sides of the chamber 
there is a possibility that they may succeed 
in reducing the number on the plea of econ- 
omy, although the overpowering sentiment 
of the House is in favor undoubtedly of au- 
thorizing at least four battleships in addi- 
tion to the liberal appropriations for coast 
defenses. 


BOUTELLE CRITICISES THE SENATE. 


‘Condemns the Policy of Reducing the 
Number of New Warships. 

Washington, D. C., May 4.—In the House 
today Congressman Boutelle attacked the 
Senators for reducing the number of war- 
ships in the naval appropriations bill from 
tour to two.

CULLOM TALKS OF THE CONVENTION. 


Says It Is Now Time to Present a Solid 
Front Against Democracy. 

Washington, D. C., May 4.—[Special.]— 
Senator Cullom and Representatives Belk- 
nap, Hopkins, and Woodman were in their 
accustomed places at the Capitol today, ap- 
parently, none the worse for their recent 
experiences at the Springfield convention. In 
fact the quartet of Illinois Congressmen 
were inclined to accept the inevitable with 
a good grace, and go to work for the suc- 
cess of the party. 

„For the present at least,“ sald Senator 
Cullom, it will not be in order for mé to“ 
discuss the Presidential question. All 1 
can say is we had a monkey and parrot time 
at Springfield. Despite the fact that I was 
not successful in my aspirations it would 
not be Ihe proper thing for me to sulk about 
the result. My mind was pretty well made 
up as to the outcome of the gathering before 
I started for Springfield, but my friends 
wanted me to make a fight, and I deferred 
to their wishes. It is my sole consolation in 
this: matter, that, although our side failed 
to win, we gave the other fellows a good 
scare. Now we will all get together for the 
benefit of the party and present a solid front 
against the Democracy.” 

„My district convention meets the 11th of 
this month,” said Representative Hopkins, 
“and the indications are that I shall be re- 
nominated by acclamation. At least such 
is the tenor of information which I have 
received from the leadérs of the Republican 
party in my district. Although there ‘is 
not a very rosy outlook for the reciprocity 
measure for which a bill has been framed 
in the Ways and Means committee, still the 
members of the subcommittee will go ahead 
and formulate a report on this all-important 
subject. Congress, however, does not show 
any inclination to legislate upon the matter 
at this session, and it may perforce go over 
until next December. Communications are 
still pouring in upon-the committee, how- 
ever, favorable to immediate action by Con- 
gress, but the friends of the proposition are 
not at all sanguine about putting it upon the 
statute. books before the adjournment of 
this session of the National Legislature.” 


OPPOSE HENDERSON BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Business-Men of Chicago Think It 
Will Work Against the.Credit- 
ors It Is Designed to Help. 


Business-men of Chicago are uncompro-- 
misingly opposed to the Henderson bank- 
ruptcy bill, which has just passed the Lower 
House at Washington. A petition, which 
has already received the signatures of thirty 
of the leading firms of the city, \protesting 
against the passage of the bill, is in cir- 
culation, It will be forwarded to the Sen- 
ate when it is thought that body is prepared 
to give the measure serious consideration. 

The petition, which was prepared by H. 
N./ Higinbotham of the firm of Marshall 
Field & Co., is as follows: 

To the Honorable the Senate and the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America—Gentlemen: The under- 
signed hereby protest against the passage 
of a general bankruptcy law for the follow- 
ing, among other, reasons: 

1. There is neither necessity nor de- 
mand for such legislation on the part of 
any considerable number of the debtor 
class, for whose benefit the. law is osten- 
sibly framed. 

2. The passage of such an act at the pres- 
ent time would be especially’ disastrous, as 
it would greatly restrict the granting of 
credit and hinder the return of business 
prosperity. 

3. Non-conformity by reason of existing 
State laws. 

4. Delay and expense of administration. 

5. The history of bankruptcy legislation 
shows that such laws are made only to be 
repealed, one reason being, as expressed 
in the petitions of debtors for the repeal of 
the act of 1867, that the existence of that 
act prevented them making such arrange- 
ments with their creditors as would enable 
them to carry on their business.’ 

Mr. Higinbotham said yesterday he doubt- 
ed whether the petition would be sent to 
Washington before the next session of Con- 
gress, as he did not believe there was time 
enough during the remainder of the present 
session to formulate an intelligent law upon 
the subject. 

Before attempting to legislate upon a 
matter of as much imporance to the busi- 
ness interests of the country as this,“ he 
said, ‘‘ Congress should invite expressions 
of opinion from representative business- 
men in all parts of the country. It should 
not attempt to foist a hastily constructed 
and ill-advised measure like the Henderson 
bill upon them. 

A bankruptcy law should be for the pur- 
pose of fostering legitimate business inter- 
ests of the country, for helping a class of 
honest debtors who have fallen behind in the 
race for wealth, and who wish to be relieved 
from the hopeless burden of debts incurred 
in times past. This Henderson bill is dis- 
tinctly in the interest of the creditor class 
who desire to use it for collection purposes. 
There is also another class who favor it. 
That is lawyers in the larger centers, where 
United States Courts are held. 

‘‘ Experience has demonstrated general 
bankruptcy laws are simply instruments 
for furthering commercial. dishonesty, 
work infinite harm to all legitimate busi- 
ness interests. It is a fact a man loses his 
commercial reputation when he 


dishonesty being certain to be raised against 
him. 

The honest merchant does not need laws 
to get along. He meets his obligations as 
a matter of justice and pride. Laws such 
as this Henderson bill work directly against 
him and in favor of the dishonest merchant, 
who uses the law merely as an instrument 
for enriching himself at the expense of his 
creditors. This law would make it impos- 
sible to extend to honest merchants the 
help which they might need in times of 
serious trouble—such, for instance, as the 
merchants of Cripple Creek. As it is now 
the creditors can make concessions and 
allow the unfortunate merchant to continue 
in business. Under the Henderson bill he 
wauld be pounced upon and have no chance 
to get on his feet again. 

It is urged in behalf of the Henderson 
bill it favors an extension of credit to the 
country, but my experience teaches me the 
effect of the law wil be exactly the opposite. 

Another great objection to the law is 

the lack of unlformity which would result 
from the wide differences which exist in the 
various State laws. Nearly all the States 
have different constitutional privileges, 
which would completely destroy the effect- 
iveness of the Federal law. Again, in the 
administration of estates there would be 
mch delay and unnecessary expense. De- 
lay would follow the management of the 
estates by the courts, which do not value 
prompt action as do business-men, and 
assets would be sure to suffer unnecessary 
depreciation. Without bankruptcy laws ar- 
rangements can frequently be made 
white customers can be greatly helped. 
With such a law as the one under discus- 
sign staring one in the face debtors cannot 
Arn liberal treatment.“

have, in every instance, shown they worked 
im the interest of the dishonest merchant 
and against the merchant of honor and in- 
tegrity, whom they were designed to help.

d discourage the man whose standard of 
business action has been to pay 100 cents 
on a dollar of his obligations. I think the 
present bill would accomplish no more than 
those which have gone before.”

JUDGE WINDES GIVES HIS DECISION 
IN THE EJECTMENT SUIT. 


Every Point in the Controversy Raised 


by the City Is Sustained—Contract 


of 1872 Held to Be Binding—Legis- 


lative Act of 1871 Supersedes the 
Act of 1851—Equity and Justice . 


with the Defendant—Retaliatory 
Suit Discusged. 

The city has won its fight against the 
county for possession of the site of the City 
Hall. Judge Windes yesterday gave his de- 
cision in the ejectment suit brought by the 
county, and sustained every point raised by 
the city. Attorneys for the county took an 
appeal to the Supreme Court, but the de- 
cision of Judge Windes is generally regarded 
as final. 

It was held that the contract of 1872, made 
between the city and county, by which both 
were to use the block for public buildings, 
was a binding contract. It was the conten- 
tion of the county in the suit that this con- 
‘tract was invalid for the reason that in 1851 
the Legislature passed an act prohibiting 
the county from selling or conveying the 
property or putting it to any other use than 
for public buildings. 

Judge Windes held that by a later act of 
the Legislature in 1871 the county, was au- 
thorized to make a contract with the city for 
joint use, and this later declaration of the 
will of the people is the one which should be 
now regarded. . 

The court held further that equity and 
justice are with the city. Under the contract 
of 1872 the county has permitted the city to 
spend more than $2,000,000 in improvements 
on its half of the block, and the county can- 
not in justice now say it had no authority to 
make the contract. 

Basis of the Ejectment Suit. 

Judge Windes had no written opinion, but 
decided the case from his notes of the evi- 
dence and the arguments made by the attor- 
neys. The decision was a lengthy one, the 
court: first reviewing the contention of the 
parties to the controversy and the facts and 
circumstances brought out in the evidence 
and arguments. 

The county began a suit against the city, 
which was tried in the Circuit Court, and a 
decree was there entered from which an 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court. 
That tribunal several months ago reversed 
the decree of the Circuit Court and held that 
if the contract between the city and county 
made in 1872 for the joint use of the old public 
Square, known as Block 39, was made by the 
County Commissioners without authority, 
then the use of any part of the block by the 
city was illegal. On this decision the coun- 
ty began the present ejectment suit and 
raised the question directly whether the con- 

tract was valid or not. 

The court said in 1851 the act of the Legis- 
lature was passed entitled an act to prevent 
the sale of the public square in the City of 
Chicago. This is the act upon which the 
county relied to sustain its claim that the 
county authorities had no power at any time 
subsequent to 1853 to make a contract with 

r the joint use of the property.

The court further said it appeared to be 
plain the controlling idea which brought 
about the action of the Legislature was to 
SE ag tase the sale of the property or its use 
or * other purpose than for public build- 
ings. If it had been intended that the city 
was to be prohibited from any further use 
of the land for its buildings, the Legisla- 
ture would have said soin plain words. That 
the act was not so constructed is shown by 
what followed its passage—the continuous 
use of the propegty by both county and city 
for twenty years and more down to the pres- 
ent time. 

4 Will the City Retaliatet 


There was much interest manifested 
among the city officials when the decision 
of Judge Windes became known. Mayor 
Swift said he was not surprised, as he had 
“expected nothing else, owing to the old doc- 
uments, which Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Dupuy had dug up in the office of the 
City Clerk, and which antedated the deed 
of the county by three years. 

The Mayor was asked if the city will not 

now begin an ejectment suit against the 
county, and cause the county officials to 
vacate if possible. 
LI hardly think it will be adv isable,”’ said 
the Mayor.’ Still, if other city officials 
‘think we should begin an ejectment suit, we 
may do so. It would be a great joke to turn 
those officials out of the County Building 
after their boasts. 

Controller Wetherell said he would be im- 
. Mensely pleased if the city would begin an 
e jectment suit. He holds that with the dpc- 
uments at hand the city cannot but win such 
A case.

The Boston Marine, which recently appointed
